To see if the town will vote to give a dis- 
count of two per cent on all taxes paid on or before 
the first day of July. 


10th. To see if the town willl vote to purchase two 
chemical fire engines; one to be located in the vil- 
lage proper, and one in South Hooksett, and to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money sufficient to pay for same, 
as petitioned for by George Keating and forty-four 
others. 


llth. To see if the town will vote to establish 
a street light on the street leading from themain street 
to the residence of James B. Ordway, and raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money annually to maintain said 
light, as petitioned for by James B. Ordway and fifty- 
six others. 


12th. To see if the town will vote to establish a 
street light on the road leading from Rowell’s Landing 
(so called) to the Dundee Mills, and raise and appro- 
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priate a sum of money annually to maintain said light, 
as petitioned for by Moses Guimont and twelve others. 


13th. To see if the town will vote to establish a 
street light on the west side of river near the residence 
of John Noyes, and raise and appropriate a sum of 
money annually to maintain said light, as petitioned for 
by Harley A. Robie and twelve others. 


Tosee if the town will vote to accept four 
avenues laid out by the Lincoln Park Association, three 
of which lead from the Hooksett Road running easterly 
towards a point near the Mammoth Road, and one run- 
ning northerly and southerly parelling the Hooksett 
Road.

REPORT OF 
BOARD OF EDUCATION 


Year Ending February 15, 1913 


The school board began the year by electing Clifton 
P. Sanborn chairman and Samuel Head clerk of the 
board. 

The present school year has been thirty-four weeks. 

School No. 1. Head District. This school has been 
closed during the entire year, the scholars coming to 
No. 6 school. 

School No. 2. Martin’s Corner. Miss Florence M. 
Chandy has taught the whole year. 

School No. 3. Rose Corner. Closed. No scholars. 

School No. 4. Manchester Road. Miss Rena E. 
Kimball has taught the entire year. 

School No. 5. Neal School. Miss Marion E. Fish 
taught the spring term and Miss Elizabeth G. Wilson 
the fall and winter terms. 

School No 6. Grammar department. Miss Rena 
P. Knee taught the entire year, and Miss Jennie B. Ab- 
bott the primary department. 

School No. 7. Hackett Hill. Miss Belle N. Fowler 
taught the spring term, and Miss Alta Kimball the fall 
and winter terms. 
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School No. 8. This school has been closed the 
whole year, and the pupils have been conveyed to No. 
6 primary and grammar schools. 

About the first thing the board had to do was to 
divide No. 4 school. It was over crowded and the 
teacher had more grades than she could handle. Those 
pupils who could go to No. 2 were transferred there, 
and some were sent to No. 6 and the district paying the 
car fare, that being the best way the board could see to 
do. At the present time there are ten pupils coming 
from South Hooksett to the village school, and it looks 
as though the number would increase soon, and that 
some other arrangements would be necessary later. 

If the number of scholars should increase in No. 8, 
it may appeal to the board to reopen the school. At 
the present time eight pupils are being transported to 
No. 6, at the cost of seven dollars and fifty cents per 
week. 

At the beginning of the fall term the services of a 
superintendent were doneaway with. It is the opinion 
of the board that the district should vote to have a su- 
perintendent and join with some other district same as 
was done the previous two years. It is the only way 
to keep the’schools in good shape. The past year some 
attention has been paid to the sanitary conditions in 
and about the school houses. Urinals have been put in 
all the boys’ toilets, and disinfectants have been used 
in all. The cost has been small. Only a few repairs 
have been made, but the coming year probably more 
will be necessary. . 

The enumeration of all pupils between the ages of 
5 and 16 was taken by Frank Keating the first of Sep- 
tember. He found 180 girls and 126 boys. At the pres- 
ent time there are 148 pupils enrolled in our public 
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schools, 70 in the parochial school, 10 going to Pem- 
broke academy, 4 to Manchester high and a small num- 
ber going on their own account out of town. 


Some people ask why our pupils cannot go, after 
graduating, to the high school with a better standing. 
If they would look into the facts, they would wonder 
that they stand as well as they do. ‘Take for instance 
our grammar school. 


The teacher has three grades and 34 weeks, where 
in the city schools the teachers have two grades and 38 
to 40 weeks. Some of our schools have 5 and 6 grades. 
We have a good body of willing and able teachers. 
Speak to them once in a while and teil them how well 
they are doing, just to give them a little encourage- 
ment and let them know you take an interest in their 
work. 

There have been 505 visitors in the schools for the 
year. There have been issued 9 labor certificates and 
10 vacation certificates during the year.
